It naturally fills us with refentraent, to fee 
^uch a temper inftlUcdandabufed. In read- 
ing the Jiiftory of a free people^ whofe rights 
have been invaded, we arc inlcrefted in 
their caufe. Our own feelings tell us how 
long they ought to have fubmitted, and at 
what moment it would have been.treacfiery 
to themfelves not to have refifted. How 
much warmer wijl be our 'refentment, if ex- 
perincc Jhould bring the fatal example home 
to ourfelves ! 

THE.fituation of this country is aiarming 
enough to roufe the attention of every man, 
who pretends to a concern for the public wel- 
fare. Appearances juftify fufpicion ; and, 
when the fafety of a nation is at ftake, fuf- 
picion is a jufl ground of enquiry. Let us 
enter into it with candour and decency. Re- 
fpcA'is due to theftatioa of miniftcrs'; and, 
ifa'refolution mull at laft be taken, there is 
none fo likely to be fupported with firm- 
nefs, as that which has been adopted with 
moderation.

To mubh upon the adminiftration t>f its go~ 
vemmcnt, that, to be acquainted with the ■ 
merit of a miniftry^ ^e tiecd only oblerve 
The condition of the people.

TpcAcd abroad, we may reafonably pre- 
Tume that their affairs are '-conduced by 
men of experience, abilities, and virttte. If, 
on the contrf.ry, we fee an univerial fpirit 
ofdiftrufl: and diffatis&flion, a lapid decay 
of trade, diflentions in ail parts of the em- * 
pire, and a total lofs of refpeft in the eyes 
of foreign powers, we may pronounije, 
without hesitation, that the government- of 
that country is weak, diftra£tcd, and cor- 
rupt. The multitude, in all coiintries, are 
patient to a certain point. Ill ufage may 
roufe their indignation, and hurry them in- 
to excelles, but the original fairlt is in go* 
~vemment. Perhaps there never was an in- 
ftance of a change in the circumftanees and 
temper of a whole nation, fo fudden and 
extraordinary as that which the mifconduA 
of minifters has, within thefe few years, 
produced in Great Britain. When our 
gracious fovereign afcended the throne, we 
were a flourifliingandacontentedpcople. If 
the perfonal virtues of a king could have 
infured the' happincfs of his fubjefta^ titt 
fcene couU not have altered fo" entirely its 
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-it has done. The idea of luiitiTig aH pa?- 
liiss, of trying ali thacaaers, and diiiribut- 
mg tbe offices of ftatc by roUtion, was 
gcaciotts and benevolent to an extreme, 
cboa^ it h» not yet produced the uanj 
&lm»TY c$t&& which were intended by it. 
-To fiy- nothii^ of the wifdom of fuch a 
plAtt, it undoubtedly >arofe from an un- 
bounded giDodacfs of heart, in which foUy 
htd 119 ft»fe.

AsEEiEs ofinconliftentmeafureshas'alie- 
nated the colonies from their duty as fubje£ts, 
and from dieir natural a^dion to their com- 
mon country. When Mr. Gienviile was 
placed at the head of the Treafury, he felt 
the impoffibility of Great Britain's fnpporting 
fuch an eftablifliment as her ftJrmer fuccefics 
bad made indifpenfeble,-and at the fame time 
of giving any fenfible relief to foreign trade, 
and to the weight of the pnUic debt. He 
thoug'ht it eqnibiblc that thofe parts of ihc 
empire, which had benefited moft by the t\~ 
pences of the war, Ihould contribute fonw- 
tbing to the expenccs of die peace, and he 
had no doubt of the conftitutional right vefted 
in parliament u> rafe the contribution.

SIR, 36 yanuarj, 1769. 

THE kingdom fwarms with fuch num- 
bers of felonious robbers of private 
cbarafter and virtue, that no honefl tx 
good man 13 fafe ; efpccially a;: thefc cow- 
ardly bafe allailins fiab in the dark, withouT 
having the courage to lign their real miiMi 
to their malevolent and wjdced produftions. 
A wiitcr, «bo £gia basSff Jwuns, in -the 
f dilic A A w rti fer of the 21ft inilant, opens 
ibiC deplorable fitnatioQ of bis coootry. in 
a very affc^ing manner ; with a pompona 
parade of his candour acid decency^ be- tetis 
us, that we fee diHentions in all parts of th« 
empire, an univerfal fpirit of diftruft and dif- 
laiisfaAiont and a total lofs (^ refpeft towsird^ 
us in the eyes o£ foreign powers. But. this 
writer, with- all his boafted candour, has not. 
told us'the.rcal eaofe of the evils be k pa- 
thetically cnumeiues . I Ihall take the liberty 
to expliun-the cau(e for him. Junius, and 
fuch writers as bimfelf, occalion all the mis- 
chief complained of, by ialfety and tnabci-

He impairedi 
through his bounty, his own fortune; for 
his bounty, which this writer would in vain 
depreciate, is founded upon the nobleft of the 
human affeftiohs, it flows from i heart melt- 
ing to goodnefs from the moft refined huma- 
nity. Can a man, who is defcribed as un- 
feeling, and void of redeftioa, be cohfiantly 
emproyed in fccking proper objeSs onwhoifl 
to exercife thofe glorious virtues of compaf- 
Bcn and generoflty?

for him, his reputation, like that unhappy- 
country to which you refer me for his laft 
militaiy atchievemcnti, has futfered more by 
his friends than his coemics.

Withrefpeft 
to Lord Percy, it means nothing, for he was 
ttready in the; army. He was aid dc camp to- 
the King, and had the rank of coloael. . A 
regiment therefore caald not make bim st 
more military man, though it made him 
richer, and probably at^e expenceof Jibme 
brave, dcferving, frtendlefs ofSccr, — The 
ether concerns yourfelf. After felling thfr 
companions of your vi£tory in one inftance, 
tpd after fcllisg yout proftiSon in. the. othn,. 
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byvhat authority do you prefume to call your- 
fclf a foldier? The plain evidence of tafts is 
fuperior to all declarations. Before yon were 
appointed to the i6th regiment, your com- 
plaints were a diftrefs to government ;—^rom 
that moment you were lilcnt. The conclu- 
lion is inevitable. You inluiuate to xa that 
your ill ftate of heath obliged you to quit the 
fcrvice. The retirement neceflary to repair a 
broken conftitution would have been as good 
a reafon for not accepting, as for refigning 
the command of a regiment. There is cer- 
tainly an error of the prcfs, or an aftc^led 
obfcurify in that paragraph, v»herc you fpeak 
of your bargain with colonel Giiborne. In- 
Head of attempting to anfwerwhat 1 do not 
really underftand, permit me to explain to 
the public what I really know. In exchange 
for your regiment, you accepted of a colonel's 
half-pay (at leaft 220I. a year) and an an- 
nuity of 200I. for your own and lady Dra- 
per's life jointly. — And is this the lofing 
bargain, which you would reprefent to us, as 
if you had given up an income of iocA. a 
year for 380I. ? Was it decent, was it ho- 
nourable, in a man, who pretends to love the 
army, and calls himfelf a ibldier, to make a. 
trafBc of the royal ^vour, and turn rite high- 
tH honour of an a£tive profeffion into a 
fordid provifion for l^imfelf and his family? 
It were unworthy of me to prcfs you farthpu. 
The 



The contempt with which the whole army 
heard of the manner of your retreat, aSurcs 
me, that as your condufl was not julbiied by 
precedent,- it will never be thoaght an eit- 
ample for imitation. 

The laft and moft important qoeftion re* 
mains. When you receive your half pay, do 
you, or do you not, take a folemn oath, or 
iign a declaration upon your honour, to the 
following effeftJ 7hat you do net affuaUybold 
4iny place of profit^ civil or military, under bit 
Majejly. The charge which the queftton 
plainlyconveysagainft you, is of fo Ihock- 
ing a complexion, that I lincerely wilh you 
may be able to anfwer it well, not merely for 
«hecolourof your reputation, but for your 
oiTii inward peace of mind.

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LETTER VIII. 

TO THE DUKS Of CRAFTOH. 

. IAY lord, i8 J^^rfi, 1769. 

BEFORE you were placed at the head of 
affairsi it had been a maxim of the Eag- 
lifti government, not unwillingly admitted 
by the people, that every ungracious or fe- 
vere exertion of the prerogative Ihould be 
placed to the account of thcMinifter; but tliat, 
whenever an aft of grace or benevolence was 
to be performed, the whole merit of it ftiould 
be attributed'to the Sovereign himfelf. k 
was a wife doflrine, my Lord, and equally 
advantageous to the King and his fufajefts ; 
for while it preferved that fufpicious attention 
with which 'the people ought always to exa- 
mine the conduft of minifters, it tended at 
tlie fame time rather to incrcafe than dimi- 
nilh their attachment to the perfon of their 
Sovereign. If there be not a fatality attend- 
ing every meafure you are concerned in, by 
what treachery, or by what exccfs of folly 
has it happened, that thofe ungracious a3s, 
which hive diftinguiflied your adminiftra- 
tion,' and which I doubt not were entirely 
your own, Ihould carry with them a Arong 
appear- 
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sppcsrance of pcHbnal interefl, and even of 
perfonal cmnity in a quarter, where no fucli 
intereft or enmity can be foppoled to exift, 
without the higheft injufticc and the highcft 
difhonour? On *he other hand, by what 
judlcioos man^ement have you contrived 
it, that the only aft of mercy, to which 
you ever advifed your Sovereign, far from 
adding to the luftre of a charader, truly 
gracious and benevolent, (hould be received 
with! univcrfal :difapprobation and dilguft? 
I Ihall confider it as a minifleriai meafui-e, 
beczHfe it is ati odious one, and as your mea- 
fure, my Lord Dukc^ bccaufe you are the^ 
minider. 

As long as the trial of this chairman was 
depending, it was natural enough that go- 
vernment ihould give him every poffible en- 
couragement and fupport, Thff honourable 
fervice for wliich he was hired, and the fpirit 
with which he performed it, made common 
caufe between your grace and him. The 
minifter, who by fecret corruption invader 
the freedom of cledlions, and the ruffian, 
who by open vi<rience deftroya that freedom^ 
arc embarked in the fame bottom.

THE foregoing letter- of Junius addrcfled' 
to the Duke- of Qrafton,. produced a 
vindication of his Giabc in & pamphlet of 
forty-fcven pages, by one who calls hitnfelf,. 
^ Valunutr in the Serviceaf. Goveranunt, and 
takes God to witnefs thaf neither hii Gracei 
nor any other fervant of the crown- has thc' 
leaft intimation or knowledge of it. This 
gentleman has entered fully into the mcritS' 
of the; complaint ; and. has,- he thinks, ez-- 
^fcdthewit, fophillry, and malice of » Ju- 
nius, with. cenimon fenfe,. truth, and good, 
nature;. 

The maxiin,- he (ays, of Englifli govern^ 
ment, (that the king can do no wrong) <^ 
whidi Junius endeavours to pervert the fenfc, 
owes its birtb.to.acataftrophe, andis adopt- 
ed as a'bar agaiiift alikeevent on a like,oc- 
oaHon. But to {ajf that every ungracious 
and fevo-e exertion of the prerogative is tp be 
((laced to the account of the minifter ; and 
avery aft of grace and benevolence to that of 
. D 6 the 

. ■ Coo.;lc 
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the king, as Junius has advanced^ is as falfe 
as uajuit ; for it !s as mudi the duty of a mi- 
nifter to advife in die latter cafe as in the- 
fjOTmei i and he is therefore entitled to {hare 
Sn the praife that may' refuh from Hit one, full 
as much as i& the blame that may be laid on 
the other. 

The ui^aciom a&s of his Grace's admi- 
niftration, alluded to by Junius, the Volun- 
teer fuppofcE are :

lefted, and which »o nstfion on earth, ex- 
cept our own, would have borne to be at- 
tempted ; that to this purpofc he had amufed^ 
^fiamed, and bewitched the minds of tbfc 
young' 
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young and liTcly, by the moft villancras ' afiA 
moft itiferntl mnendos, ftriftures, and in->' 
terpretations, on aa intcrcourfc which hact 
been folely founded oa the moft cogent and 
ftioft virtoous motives ; under fuch unmew- 
rited and unpsraUelcd provocation, king* 
mnft either be fuppofed to be Goda or Brute* 
Hot to be fufceptiblc of the dcepeft impref- 
fions^ 

In the Ibcond cale, it tnuft have occurred 
to his Grace, th4t the latter was an honeft 
fctlow in comparifon to the former. That 
he was a low-bred, ill-advifed,. unhappy 
wretch, who, from being employed by his 
betters, in fcveral conteftcd eleftions, to aft 
according to ^eir occafional commands, witlt 
the utmoft impunity, had taken it for grant- 
ed, that the liceotioufncfs of an eleftion riot 
was beyond the reach of the laws. That, 
having been intoxicated with liquor, or de- 
ceived by a filly ok malicious prompter, or 
£gnal, he fancied himfclf to be called upon, 
to drive the adv^rfery from the field of conteft. 
Thar he was but one, of many, who had been 
fed, or had fallen into the fairo error with him- 
fclf i and who^ by laying about them lila^'mad- 
meti, committed more mifchief tlian they evep 
intended ; efpecially, by ftriking. an unlucky 
Wow, of which the perfon who received it^ ' 
was allerted to have died } an4 whofe dcathv 

■ "^ 
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by the coroner's mqiwft, was deemed viilfaL 
mordcr by & penfoD' or perfoDS ooknown. 
That, notwitt^anding thit rerdid, the fur- 
geon who had attended bim befoce. he died* 
bad infonned the Secretary of States dut he, 
was of a Tcfy different opiaton. That, more- 
over, the cnlprit was fo little aware of having ' 
had any ihare in that panlcnUr accident ; and 
was fo little apprehen£ve of cefearches to ^ 
made after the individuals of an eieftion riotr- 
&it he had not only returned' to the bulinefs 
of bis legal calling, but had had. the im[Hi]- 
dence to convcrfe on whaihe-had done, with- 
his friends and acquaintaoce.. That having 
met witlra pedbn, who by his birth and ap- 
pearance, was a gentleman, and whom he 
had faved from a blow, - which might liavo 
proved as fatal as the other ; he had not 
icrupled to accept of his offer, of treating him. 
with foirie liquor by way of gratitude,,, nor of 
relating to him v^hatever he knew of the riot^ 
and of his ownQiare in it. That he had been 
fliamefully betrayed by this pretended grate- 
ful gentleman. That hehad no Iboner been 
made fen^lc, by his impending htc, of the 
unlawfulnefs and criminality of this elc£tion 
buiinefs, but he had cried out for mercy,. with 
promifes of never being guilty of the like 
for the foiore.

But then, that his trial and con-' 
demnation had beta attended with circum- 
fiances on the part of the xodience, which had 
fhockcd aH decency and hnnnnity ; wid had 
ihewn, at the fame time, fnch a Iptrit of re- 
featmcnt and infataatioh in thoie who had 
been the opponents of the candidate, whofc 
fnccefs he had fpoilcd by his mifcotidu£t, as 
was highly and criminally reflediing on go- 
vernment, as if the execution of this convifl 
was to have been a mere facriiice to liberty, 
falfcly pretended to be injured by govern- 
ment itfclf. That this latter was a nettling 
occurrence. That it was as dangerous for 
the miniftry to abandon this poor fellow to 
the fevcrity of the law, as to give way to the 
circumilances which pleaded for- his pardon. 
That if he was hanged, the crafty difturbers 
of public tranquihty would not fail to fay, that 
the miniQry had been afraid to lay his cafe 
before the King ; and had facrificcd the poor 
fellow, to their fear of (hewing him to be 
their own tool, by recommending him to the 
royal mercy. That if, on the other hand, 
they complied with the duties of their fta- 
tions, in laying before the King, the inter- 
ceflions that were made in his behalf, with 
the circumftances opon which they were 
founded ; the fame revikrs of government 
would not fiul.-to fay, in cafe his Majefty 
fhouJd 
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ihonld snnt his pardoa, thit dus roy^ a<t 
was a contrivance of their own, to £tve ^bait 
tool from the g&llow3, and to bind him littiV^ 
by to feCTccy-. Thac, ' in good policyv ^e lat- 
ter vtui^ howercrr preferaUr t9 ths other. 
That if the man was^faaiigedy the k«feahr cOdM^ 
makcjum a dying speech of their own ia- 
vention, pretending it to have been: convey' 
ed to them one way or other. That^ on tht 
contrary, if he was kept alive, and &t at li- 
berty, it would not be fo cafy for them to 
engage a man, who had once efcaped fo nar<- 
rowly the power of the law, to ftand the 
chance of being tried foe perjury^ B^t ^ter 
all, tliat hoiiefty was the beft policy, and that 
therefore, the moft eligible of all was, to pay 
HO attention to whatever the malice of others, 
" or one's own intereft might faggcft, -bnt to 
keep up to the rules of office, as well aa to 
thofe of juftice and humanity ; to let the ap- 
plications for mercy take their natursi courfe^ 
to the throne, full as much as thofe for juftice 
had done to the bar ^ to let the circum- 
ftances alledged, be referred, to whatever 
perfons, courts, or officos, were entitled to 
report on the fame, and to let lus Majcfty 
determine from thence, according to the- 
dictates: of his own wtfdom,' jvl^cer and 
clemency, ■

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I SMALL therefore, fays this Volunteer, 
leave it to the public to judge, whether they 
ought not to defpife, and even to dctcft and 
abhor thp fafcinating powers of Junius's in- 
fernal pen ; and not fufFer themfelvcs to be 
attrafled by the deceitful colour and flavour

The 
Houfe Lift of Direiflors was curfed witli the 
concurrence of government ; and even the 
mherable • Dingley could not efcape the 
misfortune of your Grace's protcftion. With 
this uniform experience before u&, we arc 
authorifed tofufpedt, that when a pretended 
vindication of your principles and conduct 
in reality contains the bittereft rcilcdions 
upon both, it could not have been written 
without your immediate direction and afllfi- 
ance. The author indeed calls God to wlt- 
ncfs for him, with all the fincerity, and in 
the very terms of an Irilb evidence, lo the befl 
aj his knowledge and belief. My Lord, yon 
Jbould not encourage thefe appeals to heaven. 
The pious Prince, from whom you are fup- 
pofed to-defcend, made fuch frequent ufe of-

has driven us into circumAances of e<]uai 
diflrefs ; — ^beware -at leaft how yoii~ remind 
us of the remedy.

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You have already much to ahfwcr for. 
You have provoked this unhappy gentleman 
to play- the fool once more in public life, in 
fpite of his years and infirmities, and to Ihcw 
us, that, as you yourfelf are a lingular in- 
ftantc of youth without fpirit, the man Who 
defends you is a no Itft remarkable example- 
of age without the benefits of experience. 
To follow fuch a writer minutely would,, 
fcke his own periods, be a labour without 
end. The fubjeft fbo has been already dif- 
Cuficdj and is TufBcie'ntly undftrftood- I can- 
not help-obfcrvin^, however, that, when the 
pardon of Mac Quirk was the principal 
charge againft you, it would have been but 
h decent compliment to your Grace's under- 
ftanding, to have defended you upon yoif 
own princij^es.

dent by which the public liberty is aSs&td, 
Bnd which you may hereafter, with equal 
eafe and fatisfa^tion, employ to the ruin of 

the beft men in the kingdom. Content ( 

yourfelf, my Lord, with the many advzn- '■ 
tages, which tire unfuUied purity of your 
own charafter has given you over your un- 
happy deferted friend. Avail yourfelf of all 
the unforgiving piety of the court you live 
in, and Wefs God that you '* are not as 
'* other men are; extortioners, unjutt, adul- 
" tcrers, or even as this publican." In a 
heart void of feeling, the laws of honour and 
good faith may be violated with impunity, 
and there you may fafely indulge your ge- 
nius. But the laws of England Jhall not be 
violated, even by your holy zeal to opprefs a 
dinner ; and though you have fucceeded in 
making him a tool, you fhall not make him 
the viftim of yonr ambitioii. '

.fufEcictit to comntMid the clofet ; and, if it 
be ncceffary to betray one friendfhip Wore, 
you may fet eVen Lortl Bute at defiance. Mr. 
Stuart Mackenzie may pofiibly- remember 
\rhat ufe the Ottkc of Bedford nfually makes 
of his power ; and our gracious Sovereign, 
I doubt not, rejoices at this firft appearance 
of union among his fervantj. His late Ma- 
jefty, under the happy influenrt of a family 
■connexion between his minifters, was re- 
iieved from the Cares of the government. A 
more a£tivc prince may perhaps obferve,

Your Grace, little anxious perhaps cither 
for prefent or future reputation, will not de- 
fire to be handed down in thele colours ID 
poft«rity. You I»ve reafon to flatter your- 
felf that the memory of your admiaiftraiion 
will fuTvive even the forms of a conftttuttoii, 
which OUT ancellors vainly hoped would he' 
inunortal ; and a* for ymr: perfoaal cba- 
rafter, I will not, for the bdnoiir of bniota 
nature, fuppoie that yon can wifli< to have it 
remeitabctcd. The condidon of the 'pielisnt 
times is dtf^fMiats indeed ; bnt there is a debtr 
due to thofe who come aiter usr and it is tbc 
hiftorian's office to panilh, though he cannot 
coired. I do not give you to pofterity as » 
pattern to imitate, but as an exampfe to deter ; 
Mad as your condod cenprebendi every thing 
that a wife or honeft minifter Ihould avoid,

Grace I doubt not would by fyinpariijr dif-- 
cavcr himamongthedngsof mankind, and 
take him for a guide in. thafe paths, which> 
naturally condnA a minifter Id the fcaffbld. 

The aflertion that two-thirds of the nation? 
approve of the acceptance of Mr. Imttrell ( for 
even Old Noll is too modeft to call it an elec- 
tion) can neither be maintained nor confuted" 
by argument. It is a point of fa£t, on which 
every Englifh gentleman will determine for 
himielf. As to lawyers, their profcffion is- 
fupported by the- indifcrimiDate defence of 
right and wrong, and I confcfs I have not 
that opinion of their knowkdgc or integrity, 
to think it ncceflaiy that they ftould decide 
for me uporv a^ plain conftitntional queftioni 
With refpeft to the appointment of Mr. Lut- 
trcU, the chancellor has never yet given any 
authentic opinion.

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cf liberty, to take care, I prcfume, that >t 
fhall never break out into a criminal excels. 
Doftor Blackftonc is Solicitor tO" the Queen. 
The Doftor recollcfted that he had a place 
to prefervc, tliough be forgot that he had a 
reputation to lofe. We have now the good 
fortune to underftand the Doflor's principles, 
as well as writings. For the defence of truth, 
of law, and reafon, the Dolor's book mxf 
be fafely confulted ; but whoever wifties to 
cheat a neighbour of hit efiate, or to rob % 
country of its rights, need make no fcnipie 
of confulttng die DoAor bknfelf. 

The example of the Englifli nobility may, 
for aught I know, fufficiently juitify the 
£)uke of Gr^on, when he indulges his 
genius in all the fklhionable excellcs of die 
age ; yet, conlideung his rank and ftation, I 
think it would do him more honour to be able 
to deny the ftft, than to defend it by fnch 
authority.

His Grace it feenu is now to be a regoJar 
doaieftic man, and as an omen of the fiiture 
delkacy and corre£tneis of his condud, he 
mtniea a firft coufin of the man, who bad 
'■ fixed that marie and litle'of infamy upon lum, 
which, at the ftme moment, makes » bnlband 
unhappy and ridiculous. The ties of con- 
ianguinity may poflibly prcferre him from 
the fame fate a fecend time, and as to the 
dUlrefi cf meeting, I take tt for gnated the 
Ttinerable unc}e of thefe oommon confins-faas 
fettled die etiquette in focfa a manner, that, 
if a miftake Ihould happen, it may reach no 
farther than from Madame ma femme to Ma- 
dame ma coufine.

— 4he debility of Lord Rockingham ;—«r the 
inlamy of Mr. Witkes. There waa a time 
indeed when he did not appear to be quite fo 
weO acquainted, or fo violently ofiendcd with 
the in&mities of his frtendB. Bvitnowlcon- 
fd^ 
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fcfs they are not ill exchanged for the youth- 
ful, vigorous virtue of the Duke of Bed- 
ford;— <he firmnefs of Gcncr^ Conway; — 
thcblupt, or if I may call it, the aukward in- 
tegrity of Mr. Rigby, and the fpodcfs nio- 
rality ot Lord Sandwich. 

If alatepenfioQ to a * broken gambler be 
>□ a& worthy of commendation, the Duke 
of Grafton's connexions will ftimtlh him 
with Buny oppertunities of doing praifi>-wor- 
thy actions ; and as Bb himfclf bears no part 
oftheexpenca, thegenerofity of diAribating 
the public money for iho fupport oi viituoos 
Jiunilies in difircfs will be an nnqoeftionabte 
proof bis Grace's bntBonity.

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LETTER XXIV. 

TO HIS GB.ACK TH£ DUKE OF GRAFTOK. 

MY LORD, SJk/v, 1769. 

' ~V~ F nature had given you an undcrAanding ' 
1. qualified to keep pace with the wifhcs and 
principles of your heart, fhe would have 
made you, perhaps, the moft formidable mi- 
nifter tliat ever was employed, under a. li- 
mited monarch, to accompliih the ruin of a 
free people. When neither the feelings of 
ihame, the reproaches of confcicnce, nor the 
dread of puni^metit, form any bar to the 
tlefigns of a minifter, the people would have 
too much reafon to lament their condition, if 
they did not find fonie refource in the wcak- 
nefs of his undcrftanding. We owe it to the 
bounty of providence, thaf the complcteft de- 
pravity of the heart is fometimes ftrangely 
united with aconfufion of the mind, which 
cou'nterafts the mofl favourite principles, and 
makes the fame man treacherous without art, ; 
and ^hypocrite without deceiving. The raea- , 
fures, for inftance, in which your Grace's 
aflivity has been chiefly exerted, a? they were 
adopted withoyt ikill, fliould have been con- 
duded wjtli more than common dexterity. 
But 
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"But truly, my Lord, the execution has been 
as grofs as the defign. By one decifive ftcp, 
you have defeated allthe arts trf" writing. You 
have fairly confounded the intrigues of op- 
pofition, and Aknccd the clamours of fadion. 
A dark, ambiguous fyftem might require and 
fumifh the materials of ingenious illuftration ; 
and, in doubtful meafures, the virulent exag- 
geration of pirty mitft be employed, to roufe 
and engage the pafliotts of fhe people. You 
have now brought the meritj of yeur admi- 
niftrarion to an iffue, on which every Eng- 
Hfhman of the narroweft capacity, may de- 
termine for liimfelt It is not an alarm to the 
paHions, but a calm appeal to the judgement 
of the people, upon their own moft eilcntial 
interefts. A more experienced minlfter would 
not have hazarded a direft invalion of the 
firit principles of the conftitution, befow he 
had made fome progrcfs in fubduing the fpirit 
of the people. With fuch a caufc as yours, 
my Lord, it is not fufficient that you have the 
court at your devotion, unlcfs you can find 
means to corrupt or intimidate the jury. 
The colleftivc body of the people form that 
jury, and from their dccifion there is but one 
appeal. 

Whether you have talents to fupport 
you, at a crifis of fuch difficulty and danger, 
fliould long fincc have been conlidercd. Judg- 
ing 
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ing truly of your difpofition, you have perhaps 
mi&Etkcn the extent of your capacity. Good 
hitk and fbJly have fo long been received as 
fynonimous terms, that the reverfe of the pro- 
pofition has grown into credit, and every vil- 
Jain fiinctcs htmfclf 2 man <^ abilities. It is 
the apprehension of your friends, my Lord, 
that you have drawn fome hafty conciufion 
nf this fort, and that a partial reliance upon 
your moral chacader has betrayed you beyond 
the depth of your uOdcrfianding. Yoa have 
now carried things too far to retreat. You 
have plainly declared to the people what they 
are to expeft from the continuance of your 
sdminiftration. It is time for your Grace 10 
conlider what you alfo mayexpedt in return 
from their fpirie and their refcntmcnt. 

SiKCE the acccfTion of our moft gracious 
Sovereign to the throne, wc have feen a fyftem 
of government, which may well be called a 
reign of experiments. Parties of all deno- 
minations have been employed and difmifled. 
The advice of the ableft men in this country 
has been repeatedly called for and rejected ; 
and when the Royal difpleafure has been ' 
fignified to a minifter, the marks of it have 
ufuaily been proportioned to his abilities and 
integrity. The fpirit of the Favourite had 
fome apparent influence upon every admini- 
ftration ; and every fet of nuniiters preferved 
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an appearance of duration, as long aV dtey 
fubmitted to that influence Bat there were 
'Certain fervices to be perf(M-med for the Fa- 
vourite's fecurity, or to gratify his refent- 
ments, wbidi your predeceDors in office had 
the wifdom or the virtue not to undertake. 
The mcmieiit this refractory fpirit was dif- 
covered, their difgrace was determined. Lorii 
Chatham, Mr. Grenvillc, and Lord Rock- 
ingham have fucceffively had the honour to 
be difmiffed for preferring their duty, as fer- 
vants of the public, to thofe compliances 
which vfcre expelled from their ftation. A 
. AibmifTive adminift'ration was at laft gradually 
calledled from the deferters of all parries, in- 
tereAs, and connexions : and nothing re- 
mained but to £nd a leader for thefc gallant 
vvell-difciplined troops. Stand forth, my 
Lord, for thou art the man. Lord Bute found 
no refource of dependence or fecurity in the 
proud, impo^ng fuperiority of Lord Cha- 
tham's abilities, tlie Ihrcwd inflexible judge- 
ment of Mr. GrenviUe, nor in the mild but 
determined integrity of Lord Rockingham. 
His views and fituarion re<]uired a creature 
void of all thcfe properties ; and he was forced 
togo through every divifion, refolution, com- 
pofition, and refinement of political chemiftry, 
before he happily arrived at the caput mor- 
tuum of vitriol in your Grace. Flat and in- 
fipid in your retired ftate, but brought into 
• aftioD 
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«&io& jpM become tjbmI i^Iob. Such ub 
~dK exbvbwt of altenurtc tndoiMite .or Auy, 
wfakh have ganraed jont nhole adDuni- 
iftnttiono Yt»r curcamftaacei with r^^rd 
to the ^laqdc ihon becoming defpsnte, 13w 
otiier honeft femnu> you dnem^oed lo in" 
'nUn th* beft of ntaften in the £une diffi- 
ctiltiea with yoarfeif. We owe it to joor 
13r»ce'8 well'dreAed labours, that your So- 
vereign has been perfnaded K> doubt of the 
affcAions «f his fub}c£ts, and the pMple to 
fufpeQ die virtues of their Sovereign, at a 
time when both were unqueftionable. Yoa 
have degraded the Royal dignity into a bafe, 
difhononrable cotftpetition with Mr. Wilket, 
nor had you abilities to cany even the laft 
'Contemptible triumph over a private man* 
-without the grofleft violation of the funda- 
mental laws of die conilitation and rights of 
the people. But thefe are rights, my Lord, 
which you can no more annihilate, than you 
can the foil to which they are annexed. The 
queftion no longer turns upon points of na- 
tional honour and fecurity abroad, or on the 
degrees of expedience and propriety of raea* 
fares at home. It was not inconliftent that 
you Ihould abandon the caufe of liberty in 
anotlier country, which you had perfecuted 
inyourown; and in the common arts of 
domeftic corruption, we mifs no part of Sir 
Robert Walpole's fyftcm, except his abilities.

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! in this humble imiative Hoe, you nright long 
' Jiave proceeded, fafe and comempctble. Y«o 
^ni^t probabty ncrcr have rifen to the dtg^ 
nity of being Itated, and «Ten hare been 
defpifed with modecatioa. But.itieems yoa 
meant to bcdiftinguiihed, tad, to a mind like 
yours, there wat no other road-to ^me hot 
by the deftruftion of a noble fabric, which 
you thought had been too lone; the admi- 
tution of mankind. The ufeyou hare made 
.of the military force introduced an alarmii^ 
change in the mode of executing the laws. 
The aibitrary appointment of Mr. Luttrell 
invades the foundation of the laws themfelves* 
as it manifeftlytransfers ^e right of legiilation 
from thofe whom the people have chofen, to 
thofe whom they have rejefted. With a fuc- 
ccflion of fuch appointments, we may foon fee 
a houfe of commons collefted, in the choice of 
which the other towns and counties of Eng- 
land will have as litdc Ihare as the devoted 
county of Middlcfex, 

Yet I truft your Grace will find that 
the people of this country are neither to 
be intimidated by violent meafures, nor 
deceived by refinements. When they fee 
Mr. Luttrell feated in the houfe of com- 
mons by mere dint of power, and in direft 
oppofition to the choice of a whole county, 
they will not liften to thofe fubtleties, by 
which 
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•wliichcTery, arbitrary exertion ofaudiority-ii 
VXpluncd into the Law and privilege of par- 
-luuDcnt. . It fequnes' no perfRafljsn of arga- 
ment, t^it lin^Iy the evidence of the fenfesi 
to convince then, that .to traasfer the riglit 
of el^irOB ffom thco3lle3tve to therepre-f 
ieiitatA^ body of the poaple, ' conttadlAs all 
^ole ideas of a Jioufe of commoht, which 
-tliey have received froai their fbrc^hers, 
and which diey had already, though' vainly 
perhaps, -delivered to- their chiMrcn. The 
principles, on which this violent mcafure 
has bc^a defended, have .added fcom. ta in- 
jury, and forced us to feel, that we are not 
only opftcSkd but infulfed. 

/ "With what force, ray Lord,, with what 
/ proteilion, are you prepared to meet the 
uuitcd deteftation of the people of England? 
The city of London has given a generous ex- 
ample to die kingdom, in -what manner a 
king of this country ought to be addrelled ; 
and I fancy my Lord, it is not yet in your 
■courage to ftand between your Sovereign • 
and the addreHes of his fubjcfts. The inju- 
ries you have done this country are fuch as 
demand not only redrcfs, but vengeance. 
In vain ftiall you look for proteftion to that 
venal vote, which you have already paid for 
— anolier muft be purchafed ; and to fave a 
miniiler, the houfc of commons muft declare 
G 2 them- 
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t h a nfch waoconlyiHdependCTitoffeeiropii- 
ftilaem*, bvt die detCTBuaed eiKnties of ^ 
coaftitiidon. Confider, my Lordt whedier 
dn« be xa. extmnity to whicb ibsir fears mil 
{•nnit than te a^nncc; or if their pre- 
teAioo Humid 6il yiM, bow fiu- ytw h« an- 
thorifcd to nljr upeo the finoeiitj of tbofe 
ihttlei, wluch « fMm coart lavilhcs withoat 
lehiAuice npon a libertine by profeffion. It 
is not indeed the tedl of the Aoufiuid ctm- 
tndi£Hou which slteod yeo, tbM a maii^ 
a ni tod to the wodd by the grofieft violMioa 
of all ocremony and decorsm, fliould be the 
firft fervant of a conn, in which prayers are 
morality, and kneeling ii religion. Tnift 
not too hr to appearances, by which your 
predeocfiOTt have been deceived, though dicy 
have not been injured. Even the beft^ of 
princes may at laft difcover, liat this is a 
contentitm, in which every thii^ may '^bc 
loft, but nothing can be gained; and as you 
became miniftcr by accident, were adopted 
without choice, tnifted without confidence, 
and continued withoat favour, be aUbred 
that, whenever an occ^on prefles, you will 
be difcarded without even the forms of regret. 
You will then have reaibn to be diankful, if 
you are permitted to retire to that feat of 
learning, which, in contemplation of the 
fyfiem of your life, the comparative purity of 
your manners with thofc of their high ftew-

A GREAT <Ical of -vifelefs argument 
might have been favcd, in the political 
conteft, which has arifen from the expulfion 
of Mr. Wilkes, and the fubftquent ap- 
pointment of Mr. Luttrell, if the <]ucftion 
had been once ftated with precifion, to the 
fatisfadion of each party, and clearly vn- 
dcHtood by them both.

IsHouLD be glad to know, for inftancc, 
to what purpofe, in the prefcnt cafe, fo many 
precedents have been produced to prove, that 
the hoafe of comnlons have a right to etpef 
one of their own members ; that it belongs 
to them to judge of the validity of eleftions ; , 
or that the law of parliament is part of th? 
law of the land f After all- Aefc propo- 
rtions are admitted, * Mr. Luttrell's right to' 
his feat will continue to be juft as difputable 
as it was before- Not one of theci is at pre- 
fcnt in agitation. Let it be "admined that* 
the houfe of commons were autborifed to ex- 
pel Mr. WilkcS' ; that tlicy sut the proper- 
coart to judge of eleftions, and- that the law' 
of parliament is binding upon' the people;'

Jf there be fuch a precedent, let it be 
given to us jdainly, and I am fure it will 
have more weight than all the cdnning ar- 
guments which have been drawn from in- 
ferences and probabilities;

ceffity^ of Shifting their ground, and changuig 
their whole defence. At Jirft wc were told 
diat nothing could he clearer than thu die 
proceedings of the houfe of commons were 
juftiged by the known law and uniform cuf- 
t<»n of parliament. But now it feems, if 
there be no Jaw, die houfe of oommons have 
a right to make one, and if there be no pre- 
cedent, they have a right to create the firft ; 
■ — for this I prefume is the amount of the 
quci^ions pn^ficd to yunius. Ifyourcor- 
refpondcnt had«becn at all verfed in the law 
of parliament, or generally in the laws of this' 
country, he vs-oald have fccn that this defence 
is as weak, and ^fc as the former. 

The privileges of either houfe of parlia- 
ment, it is true, arc indefinite, tliat is, theji 
have not been defcribed or laid down in any ' 
one code or declaration whacfocvcr; but 
whenever a queftion of privilege has arifen, 
it has invariably been difputed or maintained 
upon the footing of precedents alone*,' In 
the courfc of rhc proceedings upon the Ayief- 
bury eleflion, the houfe of lords rcfolved, 
" That neither houfe of parliament had anj* 
*' power, by any .vote or declaration, to

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"* create to thomfdvcs any new privU^ ditf

they had aded in a very arbitrary manner, 
give their allent, for they affirmed that chey 
had guided then^Ives by it, in alTerting thar 
privileges. — Now, Sir, if this be trie with 
lefpcft to matters of privilege, in whicdi the 
hoafe of coounons, infiridiutlly and as a 
body, are principaHy concerned, how mocb 
more flrongly will it hold againft any fare- 
tended power in that hoafe, to create or de- 
clare a new law, by which not only the 
rights of the hoafe over their own member* 
and thofe of the member himfelf are in- 
cluded, but alfo thofe of a third and feparate 
party, I mean the freeholders of the king- 
dom. To do juftice to the miniftry, they 
have not yet pretended that any one or any 
two of the three eftates have power to make 
a new law, without the concurrence of the 
third. They know that a man who main- 
tains fuch a doArine, is liable, by ftatate, to 
the heavieft penalties. They do not ac- 
knowledge that the hoafe of commons have 
aflumed a new privil^;e, or declared a nevf 
law. — On the contrary, they affirm that their 
proceedings have been ftrifUy conformable to, 
and founded upon, the ancient law and cof- 
tom of parliament. Thus therefore the 
queftion 
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qucflion returns to the point» ^ which Ju- 
wus had fixed it, viz. IVhether er no this be 
the law ^ parliament. If it be not, the 
houfe of commons had. no legal authority to 
cftablilh the precedent ; and the precedent 
kfdf is a mer& {a&, without an.y proof of 
right whatfoever.

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You feem to think the channel of a paraph— 
tet more refpeftahle and better fuited to the 
dignity of your caufe, than that of a newf- 
papcr. Be it fo. Yet if newfpapcrs arff 
fcurriious, yoa muft confefs they . are impar- 
tial. They give us, without any apparent 
preference, the wit and argument of the iii- 
niftry, as well as the abufive di;]nefs of the 
oppofition. The fcales are equally poifed. 
It is not the- printer's fault if tlie greater 
weight inclines the balacKe. 

Your pamphlet then is divided into an 
attack upon Mr. Grcnville's charaftcr, and 
a defrtice of your own. It vyould have beea 
more confiftent perhaps with your profeffed 
intention, to have confined yourfelf to the 
laft.

Your next inlinnzrion, dwt Sir Wffliam 
Meredith had haftiljr adopted the falfe glo^ 
<^ bis new ally, is a£ the fame fort with the 
firft. It conveys a fneer as little worthy of 
the gravity of your chamder, as it it ufelefs 
to ^Mir defence. It is <tf little moment to the 
pnUic to enquire, by whom die cha^ wti 
conceived, or by whom it was adopted. The 
only qnciUon we aft is, whether or no it be 
true. The remainder of your reflexions 
upon Mr. Grenville's conduft dcftroy them- 
felves.

Your attemjrtto dillmgiiith between di/k- 
hilitiet, which ^fcA whole daScs of men, and 
thole which ftfie£t iadivtdoxls only, it really 
uhworthyofyour onderftandj^, Yonrcom- 
tnentarics had taught me that, althoagh the 
inftancc, in whkh a penal law is excited, 
be purticnbr, the laws thcmfelvcs are gene- 
ral. They arc made for the' benefit and in- 
llrudion of the public, though the penaltr 
falls only tipon an individual. You cannot 
but know, Sir, that what was Mr. Wilkes's 
cafe yefterday may be your's or mine to- 
morrow, and that confcquently, the com- 
mon right of every fubjcd of the realm is in- 
vaded by it. Prc^ffing therefore to treat of 
the conftitution of the houfc of commons, 
and of the lavt^ and tnjfloms relative to that 
conftitution, you certainly were guilty, of a 
moft on^rdonable omiffion in taking no no- 
tice of a right and privilege of the houfc, 
mor» extraordinary and more arbitrary than 
all the others ihey poflefs put together.

The queftion is 
not confined to this or that particular perfon, 
but forms one great general branch of difqua- 
lification, too important in itfelf, and too cx- 
tenfive in its confequences, to be omitted in 
an accurate work exprefsly trcatiijg of the 
law of parliament.

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The truth of the matter is evidently thi«» 
Doctor BlackAonc, while he was fpeaking in 
thchoufe Qfc<nnmons, norer once tbooght 
of his CoRtmcntaries, until the contradiftioD 
was unexpeflcdiy urged, and ftared him in 
' the face, Itiftcad of defending himlelftipon 
the fpot, he funk under the charge, in' an 
agony of confufion and defpair. it is well 
■known that there was a paufeoffomc minutes 
in the houfe, from a general cxpeftation that 
the Doftor would fay fomctliing in his own 
defence ; but it fcems, his faculties were too 
much overpowered to think of thofe fubtlecics 
and refinements, which have fince occurred 
to him. It was tlien Mr. Grcnviile received 
iliat fevere chaftiferaent, which tlic Doflor 
mentions with fo much triuniph.

A motion however 
is at length maf}e, that the perfon was inca- 
pable of being elefted, that his election there- 
fore is null and void, and that his competitor 
ought to have been returned. No, fays a 
great orator, firft, ftcw me your law for 
tiiis proceeding. " Either produce me a fla- 
" tute, in which the fpecific difability of a 
" clergyman is created ; or, produce me a 
*' pnce6ent where a ciergymoK hat bttit return- 
" ed, and another candidate, with an inferior 
" number af votes, has been declared the ^fitting 
" member." No fuch flatutc, no fuch pre- 
cedent to be found. Wliat aiifwer then is 
to be given to tliis demiwid ? The very iamc 
anfw ct 
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uifw«r which I will give'to tliat of Junius^ 
That there is piore than one precedent in the 
proceedings of the houie— " where an iri- 
*' capable perfon has been returned, and ano- 
" titer candidate, with aiv infsrioF number of 
" votes,, ha* been dtclared the fitting mcnl- 
** ber; and that thisis the Itnown and efta- 
" blilhed law, ina!t cafes of incapacity, from 
" whatever caufe it may arifc." 

I SHALL now therefore beg leave to make 
a flight amendment to Junius's Aate of th^ 
queftion, the ai&rmative of which will then 
ftand thus r. 

" It is thcknown and cftablilhed law of 
** parliament, that the eKpullionof any mem- 
'* ber of the houle of commons creates iir 
** him an inc^acity of being rc-elefted ; 
" that any votes given to him at a fubfe- 
'* quenteleflion'are, in-confcqucnce of fuch 
'* incapacity, null and 'void; and' that any 
"other candidate, whoi except the perfon 
" rendered incapable,- has the greateft number 
" of votes, ougtit to bftthe fitting member."

Instead of examining the joftnefs of this 
iqireCentation, I (ball beg leave to oppofe 
sigamft it my pwn view of this cafe, in as 
plain a maancx and as few words as I am 
able. 

It was the known an4 eflablilbed law of 
parliament, when the chai^ againft Mr. 
Walpole came before the houfe of commons, 
that they had power to expel, to difable, and 
to render incapable for offences. 1h vittuB of 
this power they expelled him 

Had they, jn the very vote of expulfibn, 

adjudged him, in terms, to be incapable of 

beii^ ra-clefted, there muft h«vc been at 

once an end with him. Bwt ihawgh the right 

of 
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of the houle, both to expel, atid adjodge in> 
capable, was clear and indubitable, it does 
Hot appear to me, that the full operation and 
effcft of a vote of expnlfion fingly was fo. 
The law in dlis cafe had never been es- 
prefsly declared. There had been no event 
to call up fuch a declaration. I trouble not 
myfelf with the grammatical meaning of the 
word expuUion. I regard only its legal 
meaning. This was not, as I think, pre- 
cifely fixed. The houfe thought proper 
to fix it, and explicitly to declare the fill ■ 
confequences of their former vote, before they 
fuffered thcfc confequences to take cffeft. 
And in this proceeding they adcd upon the 
moft liberal and folid principles of equit/r 
jufticc and law. What then did the bui^f- 
fcs of Lynn colteft from thii fecond vote f: 
Their fobfequent conduft will tell us : it will 
with certainty tell us, that they conlidered it 
as decifive againft Mr. Walpole ; it will alfo^ 
with equal certainty, tell us, that, upon fup- 
poiition th»t the law of election Hood then^ 
as it does now, and that they knew it to ftand 
thus, they inferred, " that at a fuiore elec- 
"tion, and in cafe of a limilar return, the 
" houfe would receive the fame candidate, as 
" duly elefled, whom thcyhad before rejeft- 
" cd^" They could infer nothing- but this.

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It is nceJlefs to repeat the circamftuicc 
of diflimiUrity in the prcfent ca£e. It will 
be fufficient to obferve, that as the law of 
parliament, upon which the houfe of com- 
mons grounded every fiep of their proceed- 
ings, was clear beyond the reach of doubt, 
Co neither conld the freeholders of Middle- 
fex be at a lofs to forefee what muft be the , 
inevitable confequence of their proceedings 
in oppofitioii to it. For upon every return 
of Mr. Wilkes, die houfe made enquiry, 
whether any votes were given to any other 
candidate i 

But I could venture, for the experiment's 
fake, even to give this writer the utmoft he 
alks ; to allow the molt perfect limilarity 
throughout in thefe two cafes ; to allow, 
that the law of expnUion was quite .as clear 
to the burgefl^s of Lynn, as to the free- 
holders of Middlefex. It will, i am confi- 
dent, avail his caufe but little. It will only 
prove, that, the law of eleftion at diat time 
was different from the prefent law. It 
will prove, that, in all cafes of an incapable 
candidate returned, the law then was, that 
Ae whole eleftion Ihould be void. But now 
we know that this is not law. The cafes of 
Maiden and Bedford were, as has been feen, 
detennined apon other and more juft princi- 
ples. 
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pies. And thefe detcrmmati6ns are, I ima- 
gine, admitted on all fides, to he law. 

I WOULD willingly draw a veil over the 
remainit^ part of this paper. It is ationilh- 
ing, it is painful, t6 fee men of parts and abi- 
lity, giving into the moft unwortbEartifices, 
r and defcending fo mach below thett^true line 
ofcharaftcr. But if they are not the diq>es 
of their fophiftry, ^fciich is hardly to be con- 
ceived) let them confider Uiat they are fome- 
thing much worJe. 

The deareft intcrefts of tfiis country arc^ 
its laws and its conflitution. Againft every 
attack, upon thefe, there will, 1 hope, be al- 
ways found amongft us the firmeft _^irit of 
refifiame ; fuperior to the united efforts of 
faftion, and amhitibn. For ambition,, though 
it does not always take the lead of faftion, 
will be fure in the end to make die moft fe- 
tal advantage of it, and draw It to its own 
puipofes. But, I truft, our diy of trial is 
yet far off; and there is a fund tfgoodfenfe in 
this country, which cannot long be deceived', by 
the arts either of talfe reafotung or falfc pa- 
triotifni. '

He at- 
knowlegCBi ^here is no ftatute, by which die 
jpecifk: diftbility we fpealc of is created, biit 
he affivtns, tiuitthecuibom of parliament has 
hetfi rtferred m, and that a cafe ftriflly in point 
has b*bn produced/ with the decilion of the 
court upon it. — I thartfc hirof for coming fo 
fairly to the point. He aflerts, that the cafe 
of Mr. "Watpolc Is ftrittly in point to prove 
that expuliion creates an abfolote incapacity 
of bdng re-cle&d ; and for this purpofc h« 
reiers generally t6 die firft vote of the houfe 
upon that.<iccafion, widiont venturing to re- 
cite the vote iifclf.

Ttiey did not infei', from 
Mr. Walpole's incapaeky, that his opponent 
WIS duly ele£ted ; on' the comrary they dej 
ctaccd- Mr; Taylor *''Notdtily«lcAed,"snd 
the election itfelf void. 

Svem^ however, ir thfr p^ecexJent,' which

£on of this point, bocaule in my opinion, 
it comprehends the whole queflion.

repeated decifions of the houfe, and that the

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rious and undifpiitcd. The author is cer- 
tainly at liberty to fiancy cafes, and make 
whatever comparifons he Uiinks proper ; his 
fuppofitions iHll continue as diftant from 
fail; as his wild difcoutfes are from folid ar- 
gument. 

The conclufion of his book is candid to 
extreme. He ofFcre to grant me all I defire. 
He tliinks he may fafcly admit that the cafe 
of Mr. WaJpolo makes direflly againfl him, 
for it fcems he has one grand folution in pttio 
for all difficulties. .^, fays he, I were to allow 
all this, it will only prove, that the law of elec- 
tion was different in ^««« Anni s time, from 
•what it is at prefint. 
• 

This indeed is more than I expefted. The 
principle, I know, has been maintained in 
fa£t," but I never expefled to fee it fo formally 
declared. What can he mean? Does he af- 
fume this language to fatisfy the doubts of ■ 
the people, or does he mean to roufe their in- 
dignation ; are the mtniftry daring enough 
to affirm, that the honfe of commons have a 
right to make and unmake the law of par- 
liament at their pleafuref — -Docs the law 
of parliament, which we are fo often told is 
the law of the land;— does the common 
right of e\'ery fubjeft of the realm depend 
upon an arbitrary capricious vote of one 
branch 
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branch of die IcgifhnlrC? — Thn voice of 
truth aiid reafon nraft be lilcnt. 

The mimibytcUnspIainly tliattlliB is nb 
4ongcr a queftion of right, but of power and 
force alone. What was law ycftcrday h not , 
law to-day : and now it feems we have no 
better rule to live by than the temporary dif- 
cretion and flufluating integrity of tlie houfe 
of commons. 

/ Professioms of patriotifm are become 
1 ftale and ridiculous. For my own part, I 
claim nio merit from endeavouring to do a 
i'crvice to my fellow-fubjefls. I have done 
it to the beft of my uiiderftanding ; and, 
without looking for the approbation of other 
men, my confcience is fatisjied. What re- 
mains to be done concerns the collective- bo- 
dy of the people. They are now to deter- 
mine for themfelvcs, whether they will finn- 
ly and conftitutionally aflert their rights ; or 
make an humble, ilavifh, furrender of them at 
the feet of the miniftry. To a generous mind 
tlicrc cannot be a doubt. We owe it to our 
■anceftors to preferve entire tlicfc rights, 
which they have delivered to our care: we 
owe it to our pofterity, not to fnf^r their 
dearefl inheritance to be dcftroycd. But if it 
were poflible for us to be infentible of thefe 
lacred claims, thtre is yet an obligation bind- 
ing 
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ing Upon ourfelves, -from which nothing can 
acqait UE, — ;i perlbnai mtereft, which we 
cannot furrender. To alienate eVcn owr own 
rights, would be a crime as much more enor- 
mous than fnicick, as a life of civil fpcurity 
and freedom is fuperior to a bare exigence ; 
and if life be the boonty of heaven, we fcom- 
fully rcjeft the nobleft part of the gift, if wc 
confcnt to furrender that certain rule of liv- 
ing, without which the condition of biiman 
.nature is not only mifcrable, but contemp- 
tible.

LETTER XXXI. 

TO THE PRINTER OF THE PUBLIC 
ADVERTISER. 

SIR, 22 May 1771 

VERY early in thc'debate upon the de- 
cifion of the MJddlefex eleiftion, it 
was obfervcd by Junius, that the houfe of 
commons had not only exceeded theirboaft- 
ed precedent of the cxpulfion and fubfequent 
incajaciation of Mr. Walpole, but that they 
had not even adhered to it ftndily as for as it 
went. After convifling Mr. Dyfon of giv- 
ing a falfc quotation from the Journals, and 
having 
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having explained the purpofe, which that 
' contemptible fraud was intended to anfwer, 
he proceeds to ftate the vote itfclf, by which 
Mr, Walpole's fuppoled incapacity was de- 
clared, viz.— " Refolvcd, Tim Robert WaJ- 
*' pole, Efq; having been tliis fellion of par- 
"Jiament committed a prifoner to the 
" Tower, and expelled this houfe for a high 
.*' breach of truft in the execution of his of- 
*' fice, and notortous corruption when fecre- 
"taryatwar, was and is incapable of being 
*' elefted a member to ferve in this ptefctit 

"parliament;" and then obfcn'es that, 

from the terms of the vote, we have no 
right to annex the incapacitation to the expul- 
iion only, for that, as the propofition ftands, 
it mull arife equally from the expullionand 
the commitment to the Tower. ' I believe. 
Sir, no man, who knows any thing of dia- 
lectics, or who underftands Engiilh, will dif- 
pute the truth and faimefs of this conftruc- 
tion. But Junius has a great authority to 
Support him, which,- to fpcak with the Duke 
of (jrafton, I accidentally met with this 
morning in the coorfe of my reading. It 
contains an admonition, which cannot be 
repeated too often. Lord Sommers, in his 
excellent traiTt upon the rights of the people, 
after reciting the votes of the convention of 
the 28th of January 1689, viz. — " that King 
" James the fecond, having endeavoured to 
" fub- 
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'** fuijrert the cooftitatidn of tljis kingdom 
** by breaking tbc .origiaal contra^ between 
"King uid pTOjde, and by the advioe of 
f Jcfuus And other wiplfed jjcribni having

be no pretence i"o.r confining the abdicatioij

:If Juniufi's conftniaion of the voteagainft 
Jir. Waipolc be now admitted, (and indeed 
Icaaaot comprehend bow it can honeftly be 
difpated) the advocates of tlie houfe of com- 
mons iftaft either give up their precedent en- 
tirely, or be redyced to the necelTity of main- 
twnmg one of the grofleft abfi^rdities im*-

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I NEED not make you any cxcufc for en- 
dwivouring to keep alive the attention of fee 
public to the decifion of the Middlcfe'x elec- 
"tion. The mofe I conlldcr it, the more I 
•am convinced that, as a ftft, . it is indeed 
hfghly injurious to the rights of ^e people; 
fcut that, as a precedent, it is one of the moft 
dangerous that ever was cftabiiflied againft 
thofe who are to comeafter us. Yet I am £> 
far a moderate man, that I verily believe the 
majority of the houfe of commons, ^hen 
they palTed this dangerous vote, neither un- 
deriitood the queftion, nor knew the cdnfe- 
qucnce of what they were doing. Thctr 
motives were ratlier defpicable, than crimi- 
'nai, in the eittreme. One effect tliey cer- 
tainly did not forefee. They arc now reduc- 
ed to fuch a fituaiion, that if a member of

But for a moment let us admit that 
an ambaflador may love money too much ; 
what proctfdo you give that he has taken any 
to betray his country? Is it hcarfay ; or the 
evidence of letters, or ocular ; or the evi- 
dence of thofe concerned in this black afi^r?

' We fay, in common difcourfe, that a man 
may be his own enemy, and the frequency of 
the faft makes the cxpreffion intelligible. But 
that 1 man fhould be the bittereft enemy of 
his friends, implies a contradii^ion of a pe- 
culiar nature There is fomething in it, 
which cannot be conceived without a coofu- 
£on of ideas, nor expreifed without a fole- 
cifm in language. Sir William Draper is ftiU 
that faiai. friend Lord Granby found him. 
Yet I am ready to dojuftice tohisgenerofi- 
ty ; if indeed it be not fomething more than 
generous, to be the voluntary advocate of 
men, who think thcmfelves injured by his af- 
£Aance, and to coniidcr nothingin tlie canfe 
he adopts, but the difficulty of defending it.

Docs he think I am fo 
little acquainted with the jirft and nobleft 
charaSeriftic of Englishmen ? Or hovr will 
.he-reconcile fuch folly with an underftand- 
tng fo full of artifice as mine } Had he been 
9 f^her, be would have been but little of- 
ibided with the feverity of. the reproach, for 
hismiiul'woutd have been filled with the jof- 
tice of it. He would have fecn that I did not 
infult the feelings of. a fether, but the father 
who felt nothing. He would have trufted to 
die evidence of his own paternal hearty and 
boldly denied the polGbility of the fa£t, in- 
ftead of defending it. Againft whom then 
will his&oneft incGgnation be dirtied, when 
I affure him, that this whole town bieheld 
the Duke of Bedford's conduA, «pon tha 
death of his fo^ widi horrox and aftonilh- 
ment.

I am not fo unjuft as to 
reafoR from one criaie to another; though 
I think, that, of ali the yices, .avarice ia 
moft apt to taint and coirupt the, heart.. I

him. Sir William Draper fecms not to know 
the valtw or force of fuch a proof. He will 
not permit us to judge of the moti\'es of men, 
by the manifefttendcncy of their actions, nor 
by the notorious chara^er of their minds. He 
calls for papers and witnefles, with a trium- 
phant' &cnnty> as if nothing could be tme^ 
but what could be proved in a court of juf- 
tice.

I AM well amirtd that >nj«i will never 
dcfccnd to a difpute with fpch a writer 
as Madeftus (whofe letter appeared in the 
(Ja'zetter of Monday) efpecially as the dif- 
pute muft be chieflyaboutwords. Notwith- 
ilanding the partiality of the public, it does 
not appear that 'Junius values himfclf upon 
any fupcrior ikill in compofition, and I 
hope his time will always be more ufefiiUy 
employed than in trifling refinements of 
verbal criticifm. Modijius, however, IhaH 
have no rcafon to triumph in the filencc and 
' L 2 mode> 
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moder&tton oiyunius. If he knew as much 
of the propriety of language, as I believe he 
does of the fa£ts in queftion, he would hare 
been as cautious of attacking "Jmilus upon his 
compoiijion^ as he feems to be of entering 
into the fubjeft of it ; yet after all, tlie laft 
is the only article of any importance to the 
public. 

I DO not wonder at the unremitted rancour 
ivith which the Duke of Bedford and his ad- 
herents invariably fpeak of a nation, which 
we well know has been too much injured to 
be eafily forgiven. But why muft Junlui be 
an Irifhman? — l^e abfurdity of bis vjrit'ings 
l/eirays him.- — Waving all conlideration of the 
infult offered by Modfjlus to the declared judg- 
ment of the people, (they may well bear this 
among the reft) let us follow the feveral in- 
Aances, and try whether the charge be fairly 
fupporfed. 

First then,— tlie leaving a man to enjoy 
fuch repofe as he can find upon a bed of tor- 
ture, is fcvcre indeed ; perhaps too much fo, 
when applied to fuch a triiler as Sir William 
Draper; but there is nothing abfurd cither in 
the idea or exprcflion.

He could not but 
knov/, tliat Junius fpoke, not of a falfe or 
hollow friendlhip, but of a real intention to 
ferve, and that intention producing the wofft 
effefts of enmity. Whether the defcription 
be ftriftly applicable to Sir William Draper 
is another qucftion. Junius does not fay that 
it is more criminal for: a man to be the enemy 
of his friends than his own, though he might 
have afErmed it with truth. In a moral light 
a man may certainly take greater liberties 
with himfelf than with another. To facriiice 
ourfelves merely is a weaknefs we may indulge 
in, if we think pri^r, for we do it at our own

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hazard zndexpence ; but, under the pretend© 
of frieadihip, (o fportwith the re^utatien, or 
bcnfics the honour of anotlier,. is fomething 
woric than wcakncfs ; and if, in favour of 
the foolifh intention, we do not eail it a crime^ 
we muft allow at leaft that it arifes from an 
overweening, bufy, meddling impudence. — .

It depends upon a combination 
of fa£ts and reafoning, which require no con^ 
firmation from the anecdote of the Duke of 
Marlborough. This anecdote was referred to 
merely to Ihew how ready a great nuin may 
be to receive a great bribe ; and if Modefim 
could read the original, he would fee that the 
expreflion, only not acetptid, was probably the 
only one in our language that exaftly fitted 
the cafe. The bribe, offered to the Duke of 
Marlborough, was not refufcd. 

I CANNOT conclude without taking notice 
of this honeft gentleman's learning, and wifli- 
ing he had given us a littJe more of it. When 
he accidentally found hirafelffo near fpeaking. 
truth, it was rather unfair of him to leave out 
the non fatuijfe reftlli. As it ftands, the pudct 
h>rt opprobria may be divided equally between 
Mr. Rigby and the Duke of Bedford. Mr. 
Rigby, I take for granted, will aliert his na- 
tural right to the modelly of the quotation, 
and leave' aU the opprobrium to his Grace.

To THE PRINTER OP THE PCBLIC AD- 
VERTISER, 

SIR, 27 Ofiober, 1769^ 

IT is not wonderful that the great caalci 
in which this countryis engaged, fhould 
Rave roufed and cngroflcd tbe^ whole atten-^ 
tion of the people. I rather admire the ge- 
nerous fpirit, with which they feel and af- 
fert their intcreft in this unportant qnef- 
tion, than blame them for their indifference 
about any other. When the conftitution is 
openly invaded, when the firft original right 
of the people, from which all laws derive 
thair authority, is direftly attacked, inferior 
grievances naturally lofe their force, and 
are fuflercd to pafs by without ponifliment 
or obfervation. The prefent miniftry are as 
Angularly marked by their fortune, as by 
their crimes. Inflead of atoning for their 
fqnner conduf^by any wife or popular mea- 
fure, they have found, in the enormity of 
■ one fea, a cover and defence for a ferics of 
meafures, which mull have been fatal to any 
other adminiftiation. I fear we arc too re- 
nufs in obferviag the wliole of their proceed- 
ings.

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ings. Strack with the princip^ Ugari, w* 
do not fufficiently maik tn what manner 
the cahvafs is filled up. Yet furely it is not 
a lefs crime, nor lefs fatal in its confeqtjen- 
ces, to encourage a fl^rant breach of tb< 
law by a military force, than to make uk of 
the forms of parliament to deftroy the confti- 
tution. — The miniftry feem determined to 
giTc m a choice of difficulties, and, if pofli- 
ble, to perplex us with the multitude of 
their offences,. The expedient is worthy of 
the Duke of Grafton.

The General flill coutinuing involved in debt, five 
bailifl$, Iwo Hydes, Fclihoufe, Sty, and Reeves, at^e ' 
fuit of Samuel Lee, a furgeon, went on the 36th of 
Auguft 1773, to arreft him al his apaitments io Craven 
Street, fOT the fum of 134!. The General ttiadc refiffi- 
ance on being attacked in his own apartments, by firing 
two piftols through the door, but the bailiffs brake in 
upon him, and carried him otf. On the T4thofScp* 
tember, the General mas tried at the Old BaiJey for hw 
life, for firing the piRoli, The bailiffs fworc what they 
thought neceffary to conviS him.

The 
Jury were at the Judge's opinion, and immediately 
brought in a verdi£t of Not Guilty, without going out of 
Court, The General in his defence mentioned that he

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aSm with fomc of tus companioos in ^ronr— 
ing his efcape. He anempts it. . A bufljc- 
eofucs. The bailiffs claim their • prifoner^ 
t An officer of the guards, not then on duty. 
Takes part in the affiur, applies to the % liea- 
tcnant conaninding the Tilt-yard guard, 
and urges him to turn out his guard to re- 
lieve a general officer. The lieutenant de- 
clines interfering in perfon, but fiands at a 
diftance, and fuSers the bafincfs to be done. 
The tfficer takes upon himfelf to order out 
the guard. In a moment they arc In arms, 
quit their guard, march, refcue the general, 
and drive awav the Iherifis officers, who, 
vain rcprefent their right to the prifoncr, and 
the nature of the arrcft'. The foldiers firft: 
conduft the general into the guard-room, 
then efcoit him to a place of fafety, with bay- 
onets hxed, and in alt the forms of miliary

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triumph. I will not enlarge- upon, the V3» 
eidus circunvftanccs which attended this a-- 
trocious proceeding. The perional injury 
received by llie oflkers ,of the law in. the exe- 
cution' of their duty, may perhaps be atoned^' 
for by fome private compcnfation. I con— 
fider notliing but the wound, which lias beea. 
given to the law itfelf, to which no rcme-- 
dy has been ^plied, no fatisfaftion made. 
Neither is it my defign to dwell upon the- 
mifconduft of the parties concerned, any far- ■ 
tlier than is neceffary to Ihew the behaviour- 
of the miniftry in its true light. I would, 
make every companionate allowance for the 
infatuation of the prifoner, the faifc and cri- 
minal difcrction of one officer, and the mad- 
qefe of another. I would leave the ignorant 
foldiers entirely out of the queftion. They 
arc certainly the leafl guilty, though they are 
the only perfons who have yet fuffercd, even 
in the appearance of punilhment f- The 
faft itfelf, however atrocious, is not the 
principal point to be confidered. It might 
have happened under a more regular Jgovern- 
ment, and with guards better difciplined 
than ours. The main queftion is, in what 
manner have the miniftry a£ted on this 6X7- 
, traordinary.occafion. A general officer calls 
■upon the king's own guard, tlien aftually on

duty, 
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duty, to rcfcue him from the laws of his coun- 
try i yet at this moment he is in a Ittuatioa 
no worfe, than if be had not committed an 
offence, equally enormous in a civil and mi- 
litary view. — A lieutenant upon duty delign- 
edly quits his guard, and fuffers it to Be 
drawn out by another officer, for a purpofc, 
which he well knew (as wc may colleft 
from an appearance of caution, which only 
makes his behaviour the more criminal) to 
be in the highell degree illegal. Has this 
gentleman been called to a court martial tO' 
anfwer for his conduct i No. Has k beetr 
cenlured ? No. Has rt been in any Ihzpe en- 
quired into? No,— Arvothcr lieutenant, not 
upon, doty, nor even in his regimentals, is 
daring enough to order out the king's guard, 
ever which he had properly no command,. 
and engages them m a violation of the laws 
of his country, perhaps the mo^ lingular' 
and extravagant that ever was attempted: — 
"What punifhmcnt has he fuffered ? Literally 
none, t Supposing he Ihould bc^ profecuted: 
at common law for the relcue, will that cir- 
cnmftance, from which the miniftry can de- 
rive no merit, cxcofe orjuitify their faficr- 
}ng fo tiagrant a breach of military difcipline 
to pafs by unpunifhed, and unnoticed ?■ 
Are they aware of the outrage offered to their 
fovercign, when his own proper guard is or- 
dered out to Itop by main force,, the exccu-. 
tion. 
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(ion of his Jaws ? What arc wc to conclude 
from fo fcandalous a neglect of their duty, 
but that they have other views, which can 
only be anfwercd by fccuring the attachment 
of the guards i The minifler would hardly 
be fo cautious of offending them, if he did 
not mean, in due time, to call for their af- 
fiftance. 

With refpeft to the parties themfclvcs, let 
it be obferved, that thcfe gentlemen are nei- 
ther young officers, nor very young men- 
Had they belonged to the unfledged race of 
cnligns, who infeft our ftrects, and dilhonour 
our public places, it might perhaps be fuf- 
ficient to fend them back to that difcipline, 
from which their parents, judging lightly 
from the maturity of their vices, had re- ' 
moved them too foon. Inthiscafe, I am 
forry to fee, not fo much the folly of youth, 
as the fpirit of the corps, and the connivance 
of governmwit. I do not queftion that there 
are many brave and worthy officers in the 
regiments of guards. But considering them 
as a corps, I fear, it will be found that they 
are neither good foldiers, nor good fubjeAs. 
Far be it from me to iniinuate the mofi dif- . 
tant reflection upon the army. On the con- 
trary, I honour and elleem the profeflioo ; 
and if thefe gentlemen were bener foldiers, I 
am fore they would be better fubjefts. It 
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is not -that there is any internal vice or dc- 
(e£i in the profelEon itfelf, as regulated in 
this country, but tliat it is the fpirit of this 
particular corps, to deipife their profeffion, 
and that while they vainl.^P'Sirume the lead of 
the army, they make it matter of impertinent 
comparifon and triumph over the braitcft 
troops in the world (I mean our marching. 
regiments) that they indeed ftatidi upO!l> 
higher ground, and aro- privileged to neg— 
J&a th^ laborious forms of imlicary discipline 
and duty. Without dwelling longer upob 
« moft invidious fubjea,. I fliail leave it to- 
_ military men, who have feen a fervice moTe* 
a^ive than the parade, to* determine whether 
err no I fpcak. truth. 

How far this dangerous fpirit has been ejv 
cooTi^ed by government, and to what per- 
ntctoBS purpofes it may be apfdied hereafter, 
well dcfcrves oar moft fcrious txin^eraiion, 
I know indecdy that when, this a^r happened^ 
an aSeHmon of alarm ran through the mit^i- 
ftry.. Something muit be done to favc ap- 
pearances. The cafe was too flagrant to be 
^led by ^otutely without notice. But how 
have they a^ed^ Inilead of ordering tlie offi- 
cers concerned, (and who, ftriftly fpeaking; 
are alone guilty) to be put un^cr arreft, and 
brought to trial, they would have it undcr- 
{tood, that.thcy did their duty completely,. iir 

COH- 
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confining a ferjeant and four private foldiers, 
until they Ihould be demanded by the civil 
power; fo tha[ while the officers, who ordered 
or permitted the thing to be done, efcape 
without ccnfure, the poor men who obeyed 
diofe orders, who in a military view are i» way 
lefponjiblc for what tlicy did, and who for that 
teafon have been difcharged by the civil ma- 
giftrates, are the only objefts whom the mini- 
ftry have thought proper to expofe to punilh- 
tnent. They did not ventitre to bring even 
thefe men to a court martial, becaufc they 
knew their evidence would be fatal to fome 
perfons, whom they were determined to pro* 
tea. Othcrwife, I doubt not, the lives o£ 
thefe unhappy,, friendlefs foldiers^ would long 
fince have been facri-ficed without fcmple, to 
the fecurity of their guilty officers. 

I HAVE been accufsd of endeavouring t» 
enSame the paffions of the people. — Let ma 
now appeal to their undcrilanding. If theiQ 
be any cool of adminiftration daring enough. 
to deny thefe fa£ts, or Ihamelefs enough ti^ 
defend the condtift of the miniHry, let biiH^ 
come forward. 1 care oot under what title- 
be appears. He Ihallfind me reiidy tq main-., 
tain the truth of my narrative, and the juf— 
tice ofmy obfervations upon it, at th« hasartl- 
el my utmoft credit witb.th^ public

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Under, the mod arbitrary governments, 
the common adminilVraiion of jufticc is fuf- 
fcred to take its courfe. The fubjcift, though 
robbed of his (hare in the legillature, is fUll 
protefled by the laws. The political freedom 
of the Eiiglilh conftitution was once the 
pride and honour of an Englilhman. The 
civil equality of the laws prcfervcd the pro- 
perty, and defended the fafetypf the fubjcd. 
Are thefe glorious privileges the birthright 
iof the people, or are we only tenants at the 
will of the miniftry ? — But that I know 
there is a fpirit of reiiftance in the hearts of 
my countrymen, that they value life, not by- 
its conveniencies, but by the independence 
and dignity of their condition, I Ihould, at 
this moment, appeal only to their difcretion. 
1 Ibould pcrfuade tbeni to banifli from their 
jainds all memory of what we were ; I Ihould 
tell them this is not a time to remember that 
we were EngUflimen ; and give it as my laft 
advice, to make fome early agreement with 
the minliler, that lincc it has plcafed him to 
rob us of thofe political r^bts, which once 
■diltingviihcd the inhatntants of a country, 
where honour was happinefs, he would leave 
us at leaft the bumble, obedient fccurity of 
citizens, and gracioufly condefcend to proteft 
«« in otir fubmiHion.

LETTER 
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THE PUBLIC AD- 



S I R, November 14, 1769, 

TH E variety of remarks which have 
been made upon tlie laft letter of 
yunlus, and my own opinion of the writer, 
who, whatever may be his faults, is cer- 
tainly not a weak man, have induced me to 
examine, with fome attention, the fubjeft 
of that letter. I could not perfuade myfelf 
that, while he had plenty of important ma- 
terials, he would have taken up a light or tri- 
fling ocCafion to attack the mtnil^ry; much 
lefs could 1 conceive that it was his inten- 
tion to ruin the officers concerned in the ref- 
coc of General GanfcU, or to injure the Ge- 
neral himfelf. Thefc are little ohjcfts, and 
can no way contribute to the great purpofes 
he feeoas to have in view by addreffing him- 
felf to the public. Without conlidering 

the ornamented ftile he has adopted, I deter- 
mined to look farther into the matter, before 
I decided upon the merits of his letter. The 
firft ftep I took was to enquire into the truth 
of the fails ; for if thefe were either falfe or 
mifre- 
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mifrcprcfentcd, tlic molt artful exertion of 
liis underftanding, in reafoning upon them, 
would only be adifgrace to him. — Now, Sir, 
I have found every circumftance Itated by 
yunius to be literally true. General Ganfell 
pcrfuadcd the bailiffs to conduft him to the 
parade, and certainly I'olicited a corporal 
and other foldiers to aflift him in making his 
efcape. Captain Dodd * did certainly apply to 
Captain Garth for the afftllance of his guard. 
Captain Garth declined appearing himfelfi 
but ftood aloof, while the other took upon 
him to order out the King's guard, and by 
main force refcucd the- Genera!. It is alfo 
ftriaiy true, that the General was cfcorted 
by a file of mufquctcers to a place of fecority, 
— Thefc arc hQs, Mr. Woodfall, which I 
promife you no gentleman in th« guards will 
deny- If all or any of them are f Jfe, why 
are they not contradicted by the parties thcm- 
felves? HoweTcr fccure againft military cen- 
fure, they have yet a charaScr to lofe, and 
furely, ifthcyareiniwccnt, it is not beneath 
them to pay fomc attention to the opinion of 
the public 

The force of yaitius^s Obfervations upon 
thefc fafts cannot be better marked, than by

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Itating and refuting the objeflions which 
liave been made to ihcm. One writer fays, - 
■" Admitting the ofScers have offended, they 
^' are puniftiable at common law, and will 
" you have a Britifh fubjeft punilhed twice 
*' for the fame offence?" — I anfwer that 
diey have committed two offences, both very 
enormous, and violated two laws. The 
refcuc "is one offence, the flagrant breach of 
difcipiine another, and hitherto it does not 
appear"that they have been punilhed, or even 
ccnftircd for either. Another gentleman 
lays much ftrcfs upon the calanity of the cafe, 
and, inftead of difproving fafts, appeals at 
once to the compaflion of the public. This 
idea, as *ell as the infinuation that depriving 
the parties ef their commijfians would be an injury 
to their creditors, can only refer to General 
Ganlellr The other officers arc in no dif- 
trefs, therefore have noclaim to compaflion, 
nor does it appear, that their creditors, if they 
have any, are more likely to be fatisficd by 
their continuing in the guards. But this 
fort of plea will not bold in any fhape. 
Compaflian to an offender, who has grofsly 
violated the laws, is in etied a cruelty to the 
peaceable fobjeft who has obferved them ; 
and, even admitting the force of any alleviat- 
ing circumttances, it is neverthelcfs true, 
that, in this inftance, the royal compaffion 
has intcrpofed too foon. The legal and pro-

per mercy of a King of England may remit 
the punilhmcnt, but ouglit not to ftop the 

trial. 

Besides thefe particular obje£lions, there 
has been a cry raifed againft Junlut for his 
malice and injuftice in attacking the mini- 
ftry upon an event, which they could neither 
hinder nor forffcc. This, I muft affirm, is 
a falfe i^refentuion of his ai^umenX. He 
lays no ftrefs upon the event itfelf, as a 
ground of accufattoa ^jainil the miniftry, 
but dwells entirely upon their fubfequeiit 
condufl. He does not fay that they are an- 
fwerable for the offence, but for the Icandal- 
ous neglcft of their duty, in fuffering an of- 
fence, fo flagrant, to pafs by without notice 
or inquiry. Supposing itiemever fo regard- 
lefs of what they owe to the public, and as 
indifferent about the opinion as tliey are 
about the intercuts of their country, what an- 
fwer, as officers of tlie crown, will they give 
to Junius, when he aiks them. Are thej aware 
af the outrage offered to their Sovereign, when 
bis own proper guard is ordered sut to Jlof, by 
main force, the exeeutian of kis laws ?-^And 
when we fee a miniftry giving fuch a llraoge 
unaccountable protcSion to the officers of 
the guards, is it unfair to fufpeft, that they 
have fome fecret and unwarrantable motives 
for their conduft? If tliey feel themfelvcs in- 
jured 
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^red by foch a fufpicion, -why do they not 
.immediately clear thcAfclvCs from it, by- 
doing their duty ? For the honour of the 
guards, I oaitnot help cxprelGng mother fuf- 
picion, thu if the commanding (d&ccr had not 
Teccived a lecret injunAion to the contrary, 
he would, HI the onlinary ^^ourfe of hift bufi- 
liefs, h&ve aptptJed for a cour( martial to try 
zhe two fubaltcms ; the one for quitting hit 
guard — the other for talring upoK him the 
commaad of the gvard, and employing it ttft 
ihe manner he did. I do not mean to enter 
into or defend the fcverity, with which Jumui 
treats the giiards« On the contrary, I wilt 
ifuppofe, for a moment, that they deferve a 
"very difi^rent charader If this be true, in 
what Bgbt wiLt they conflder the condoA 
ef the two ftibtlternft, but as a gctieral re- 
proach and difgrace to the whole corps? And 
will they not wilh to fee them eenfured in a 
military way, if it were only for the credit 
and difciplinf; of the regiment. 

Upon the whole, Sir, the Miniftry feem 
To me to have takeu a very improper ad- 
vantage of Ac good-nature of the public, 
whofe humanity, they found, conlidercd no- 
thing in tliis affair but the diArefs of General 
Ganlell. They would perfuade us that it was 
only a common refcue by a few difordcrly 
ibldiers, and not the formal deliberate aA

was not in regimentals. Bnt tioogh I have 
Jieard all, and am probacy tRdined to believe 
ihat the-greateft part it true, I would not be 
underftopd to vouch for any. On the other 
hand, I will not imitate you, and aflert when 
I cannot prove ; let the foft therefore be 
thrown out of difpute, tiHit is better mfcer- 
tftined, and let die juftice of your obferva- 
' tions be my jHxfent fubjed. 

YoiT acenfe the minifter of a crime, in 
relation to the arreft of a general officer : I 
adk you what that crime is ? Had he fcreened 
and proteded an officer of Ac higheft rank 
from juftice, I could have nnderftood you, 
and the cafe would luve been truly alarming; 
but were yon to £iy fo, the falfehood would 
be confuted by the perfonal knowledge of 
all men. Tender of the regular execution of 
juftice, the nuniftcr intcipofcd beyond his 
province in fupport of it i I lay, beyond his 
province ; and had your judgment been equal 
to your malice, you would have accnfed him 
of interfering in the cxccuticHt of the law, 
without being required by the civil power. 
You do not fee where you ajtempt to lead « 
deluded people. If you had known the con- 
fittution, if you ferioufly meant it well, yon 
never would have made it a crime in the mi- 
■ niftcr 
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foftcr tint be did not do more ; yon might* 
with fome appearapce, have blamed him fbr . 
interpolin^ at all, 

Y£T even then, his ctimewoald have been 
k eeal, perhaps an officious zeal, to fecure 
criminals, who, hy their low rank and fitua- 
tion, might be naturally fufpeiEteti of a deligni 
10 withdraw thciBfelvcs from juHice. £ut 
you fay this was only to fave appearances i 
JtQd your proof is, that the officers were not 
fecurcd. Theofficccs were not fecared, be- 
caufc there was no fear of their running a- 
way. They are ftili open to a profecution; 
and if the' fpirit of the times is fuch, that no 
indulgence can be given for an offence fo 
coDunon, and generally L'onfidered as a venial 
one, let the ntmoft &verjty of the law be ex- 
erted againfl them ; and I could wilh it were 
exerted a^ainft many other greater offenders. 

It would, perhi^s, be unjufi to^cufcyoa 
of enforcing the enormity of the crime &om 
enmity to the criminals. I am certain it 
would be ridiculous to fuppofe you enforced 
it from i^fpefl to the laws. But a miniHer 
was to b^ wounded ; and provided this could 
be done, . hkT matter through whole fide the 
weapon ftruck, I do not dwell on the bar- 
barity of attempting to load the unfortunate. 
You tell a generous nation, that the priacipal 
M 3 ^i^i^ 
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perfon concerned is innowoFfefituatioo-thtik 
if he had not Committed the o%nce ; but 
you take care to lead its atttntt<m from what 
his fituation is. Yon dare not venture to, 
cxpofe to the compoffion of a generous na-^ 
tion, a man of fome rank, rained, and irtt 
prifcn ; and you prefent no ot^fls but fiich:^ 
as arc calculated to inflame ; when humanity 
Ihould have prompted you to prefait the mi^ 
proper to extenuate* 

We know what the common law deeraes 
in oficnces of this nature; and it requires not 
the help of Junius to execute it* decrees. ■ But 
he fays the offenders Ihould be punifhed alio, 
by military law. Perhaps, itt' rigour, they 
Ihould : but are we only to l^en to ths Vmc* ' 
of fererity ? And is Junius the man who 
Hds m fhut our ear* to indulgence ? Whert 
- was his zcat for the law,, when Ae peace of 
this capital was difturbed by a. lawlefs mob I 
And why did not Junius arraign the conduA 
of a minifler, whofe lenity overlooked tifr 
itioft grofsinfuJt that ever wftsoffisred to or*. 
der ? Whcti the king was,' in a manoer.-be- 
fiegcd in ^s palace, 9 com^afTionate relpeft 
for the dcluCon of a Multitude withheld, tlut 
exertion of power which the 1»W autborifcd. 
Pid Junius rtien Hand fofth the champion 
of his outraged foTcre%n ? No, he dignified 
the infult with »i honourable name; -and 
' I '■• , branded 
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'fcnsdied the moderation of government with: 
« nanfe of infomy. But let two iaconfldera- 
ble officers, from inconliderate regard to one 
of fupcrior rank, allift him to cfci^e from 
a bsuiifF, and Junius is immedi atcly in irms. 
The conftkation is already ruined, and pri- 
vate property is no longer fecure. What if 
the king only delays that military punifh- 
mcnt, which you are fo anxious to have in- 
flicted, only to feoire the creditors payment? 
If thcfc people are brok«, the debt is loft. 
But were the kin g and his miniftersto aCt 
with tbc purity attd the wifdom of angels, 
<^ur heart would find fotoething amifs, and- 
^ur patltry interell of a day would compel- 
yon to utter your ccnfuic. 

Blindness herlelfmnfi fee through the 
purpofe of the invidious comparifon you draw 
lietween the guards and' the marching regi- 
ments. Divide et impera, is a maxim you 
nnderftand : but happily for this nation, you 
are but a bungler in &e application of if. 
The guards defpife your malicious invedives, 
as the reft of the army do your inlidious enco- 
miums. You fay, the minifter is tender of 
the guards, becaufe,. in due time, he will make 
nfe of Them.' I hope, if the conftitotion is 
attacked, not only they, hot every good fub- 
je£t in the kingdom will ftand up h^ its de- 
face. But you will not fucceed in:yo«K de-

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%n to mak« your psity begin that attack, hf 
perfuading, tbem tliat force may be £Hl em- 
jtloyed agunft theinfelvcs. The ezpcricDccd 
lenity (^ government is proof againft yom 
fedition, and tfaoughi your defperation would 
involve aUin niin» you will not find a fart 
difpofed to fuppert you. 

To coiHlude :- your letter i» 3 dull iove^livc: 
The ftory you tell has neitlier the «harm o£ 
novelty, or fpirit to recommend it. The 
confequences yoo. draw from an incident,, 
which you admit to b& a vary comnu>a onc^ 
are ag al>Aird as they are mahcioaE. And in 
your preface^ and peroration, you reicmble 
thofe termagcnt women, who, whilft thc|' 
are tearing out the eyet of a hulband wha 
doea not defend lumieif, ncwt cea&- tlM cr]p 
of murder.
